The  population  again  increased,  by  an  estimated  I70  persons. 
There  were  128  births  and  I36  deaths  during  the  year, 

l4  of  the  births  were  illegitimate  and  the  illegitimate 
birth  rate  rose  from  6,3^  in  1964  to  10,9?^  this  year, 

3  deaths  occurred  in  children  under  one  year  of  age.  Only 
one  death  was  recorded  in  the  age-range  1  to  35  years,  95  of  the 
deaths  were  at  the  age  of  75  years  or  over. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  remained  lov/. 

Many  leisure  and  recreational  activities  in  this  Country 
tend  to  be  associated  with  access  to  rivers,  lakes  or  the  sea, 
Sudbury  has  great  advantages,  with  its  river  and  meadows  close 
to  the  tovm  centre.  During  the  next  few  years  these  recreational 
facilities  need  to  be  developed  for  the  expanding  population  and 
as  an  added  attraction  to  the  town, 

I  am  grateful  to  the  Mayor,  Councillor  Wood,  Alderman  Talbot 
the  Chairman  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  and  all  Members  of  the 
Council  for  their  consideration  to  me.  My  thanks  are  also  due  to 
Mr.  Mountstephen,  the  Town  Clerk,  Mr.  Coldhara,  sole  Public  Health 
Inspector  and  other  members  of  the  Council  staff  for  their  help  and 
co-operation  during  the  year.

The  majority  of  the  Borough  is  sewered  with  the  outfall  at 
Ballingdon,  which  employs  sedimentation,  biological  filtration 
etc.  There  are  some  20  isoTated  properties  v;ith  cesspool  or  septic 
tank  drainage.  These  present  no  immediate  Public  Health  problem, 
although  it  is  hoped  that  these  will,  v;ere  practicable,  be 
connected  to  the  main  sewerage  system  in  time,  A  scheme  for  a  small

Water  is  supplied  to  the  pool  from  the  public  mains.  The  water 
is  treated  by  pressure  filtration  and  break  point  chlorination.  The 
flow  is  so  regulated  that  all  the  water  passes  through  the  plant 
every  five  hours. 

Routine  residual  chlorine  and  pH,  tests  are  made  at  the  pool, 
and  weekly  samples  talcen  for  bacteriological  examination  at  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Ipswich.  All  the  tests  showed  the  water 
to  be  of  a  satisfactory  degree  of  purity. 

There  were  over  3^»500  admissions  to  the  pool  during  1965* 
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WATER  SUPPLY, 


During  the  year  the  West  Suffolk  V/ater  Board  maintained 
an  adequate  supply  of  water  from  the  bore  in  'Woodhall  Road, 
Regular  bacteriological  analysis  gave  excellent  results. 
Chlorination  is  carried  out  as  a  precautionary  measure, 

COMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 


There  are  no  Common  Lodging  Houses  within  the  Borough, 
PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES. 


The  new  conveniences  in  Burkitts  Lane  were  opened  during 
Ma^/",  These  provide  much  needed  facilities  for  the  tovm  and  also 
for  the  food  market  traders.  They  include  a  hot  water  supply, 
soap  dispensers,  and  hot  air  drying  machines.  No  charge  is 
made.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  had  been  very  little  damage 
by  Vcindals, 


Two  other  public  conveniences  were  maintained  during  the 
year,  one  in  Goal  Lane  close  to  the  Market  Hill  and  the  Oi/her 
at  the  rear  of  the  swimning  pool  in  Belle  Vue  Gardens, 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


Household  refuse  is  collected  weekly  and  special 
arrangements  exist  for  collection  of  trade  refuse, 
although  no  charge  is  made  in  the  majority  cases. 

This  part  of  the  Council’s  work  is  supervised  by  the 
Engineer  and  Surveyor, 

The  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at 
the  disused  chalk/gravel  pit  in  Middleton  Road,  This  tip 
is  also  used  for  the  deposit  of  refuse  from  the  Melford 
Rural  District  Council  and  occasionally  by  the  Halstead 
Rural  District, 

Spraying  with  insecticides  and  dust  to  prevent  any 
serious  nuisance  from  flies  and  wasps  was  carried  out. 

During  the  year  negotiations  for  the  purchase  of  a 
further  chalk  pit  were  completed.  This,  it  is  hoped,  will 
provide  further  tipping  space  for  at  least  another  ten 
years. 

The  Comicil  have  decided  that  Paper  Sacks  should  be 
used  wherever  possible  on  their  Estates,  and  replacements 
are  also  made  when  dustbins  are  found  to  be  defective.  It 
was  hoped  that  all  new  Private  houses  built  in  the  Borough 
would  be  equipped  v;ith  sacks  and  sack-holders,  but  progress 
is  slow.  This  may  bo  due  to  insufficient  publicity,  but 
there  is  no  doubt  that  a  new  sack  replaced  weekly  has  many 
advantages  over  a  dustbin,  which  is  seldom  cleaned  and  is 
not  infrequently  foul.  Sack  holders  are  fitted  by  the 
Council  at  a  cost  of  30/-  with  a  new  paper  sack  provided 
weekly,
